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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 





To the School Board of Lyme: 


There is herewith presented the thirteenth re- 
port in the series of annual reports of the Lyme 
School District. It is the fourth report in the series 
by the present Superintendent of Schools. 


Survey 


A school report can only present a partial ac- 
counting of the work which has been carried on 
in a school system during any one school year. This 
makes it necessary to limit somewhat the informa- 
tion presented. Since the statistical and financial 


information is that secured at the end of the pre- 
ceding school year, it becomes impossible to give 
factual material of this type which is strictly up to 
date, even though it is the last complete accounting 
available. Your attention is requested to the items 
contained in this report to the end of a better ac- 
quaintance of the work carried on. 


Less than the usual number of changes in 
teachers took place this year. It was necessary to 
replace only three. Two of these teachers resigned 
to accept positions elsewhere, and the third for 
personal reasons. Perhaps the greatest achieve- 
ment of the year has been the health work which 
has been carried on most efficiently. More children 
have been cared for physically and greater indi- 
vidual attention has been given to those suffering 
from disabilities which require careful medical an- 
alysis and attention. The community is to be com- 
mended also for carrying forward the work in 
music. Still further improvements have taken place 
in providing more wholesome surroundings in the 
school rooms for the work of the children. This 
work is now nearly done and your cooperation is 
duly appreciated. 


The Budget 


The budget requirements for the next school 
year will be about $500.00 less than that of last 
year. This is due to still further economies prac- 
ticed. It is particularly advantageous at this time 
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of difficulty in meeting the ordinary expenses of 
life, due to the lessened income-producing powers 
of any community. The budget presented seems to 
bie a minimum which should be carried by the com- 
munity and over a period of two or three years 
represents a decrease of two thousand dollars. Pop- 
ulation changes might necessarily increase some of 
the allowances made but in the main it will be pos- 
sible to operate your schools upon a budget similar 
to that presented. 


Repairs 


It is a pleasure to state that the School District 
of Lyme has been able to do so much in the repair, 
upkeep and improvement of the school buildings. 
Every building, with the exception of the Center 
School, has been provided with as modern con- 
venience as can be available for the type of the 
building. The Board has exercised careful over- 
sight in these repairs, and will no doubt see the 
necessity of taking a bit more positive action in 
connection with the center building. It must be 
borne in mind that this building is not owned by 
the School District itself. Hence any large expen- 
ditures of money on the part of the District, should 
be made only with a thorough understanding with 
the owners of the property. It would be very help- © 
ful should running water be supplied to this build- 
ing, and septic tank and proper sewerage disposal 
be provided. 


The improvements at the Chesley School, and the 
Stetson School, make these two buildings much 
more sanitary and practical from the standpoint of 
actual school room use. The residents of the school 
district of Stetson have been particularly co-oper- 
ative in improving the school grounds around this 
building, and have actually regraded the play areas 
so that the school yard presents a very much more 
attractive appearance. Special mention should be 
made of the services and labor given in this con- 
nection by Mr. Gregory of that District. 


The pupils in the Chesley School have for several 
years past been allowed to use a considerable area 
of land for a play ground by Mr. Chesley. This has 
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been granted freely and without hope of compen- 
sation so that this building is provided with reason- 
able play space. The newer type of furniture pro- 
vided for these two buildings widens the scope of 
their use and makes possible the rendering of a 
greater service to these communities. As the rural 
school is made a center of interest for the neighbor- 
hood itself, it will come to mean more to the boys 
and girls in attendance. 


One other item should be mentioned in connec- 
tion with the repairs. Due to the direction of the 
State Board of Health, it became necessary to con- 
struct a septic tank at the Lyme Plain School. This 
was done and additional tiling provided for the 
disposal of the over-flow from this tank to the 
stream at the back of that building. This leaves 
the water system and the sewer in this building in 
excellent condition, and they should serve for many 
years without additional expense except through 
expenses for wear and tear of the fixtures. 


Teachers 


The teaching force continues to be of a high 
grade. Two of the teachers are young women with 
three years of Normal School work. Two others 
have attended summer Normal Schools, and the 
other three are full two year Normal School grad- 
uates. They have been especially helpful this year 
in attempting to economize in the way of materials. 
This has made possible a slight reduction in the 
request for budget allotments for text books and 
supplies. The continuous employment of persons 
with similar qualifications makes it possible for 
Lyme to secure continued favorable work recog- 
nition on the part of the State Department in al- 
lotting State Aid to the District. 


Music 


The work in music has been carried forward 
from the meagre beginnings of two years ago until 
it can be said that the pupils are beginning to be 
able to read music with some facility and to sing 
with greater appreciation. It has been said that an 
enjoyment of good music often relieves the tension 
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and lessens the nervous strain in times of stress so 
that any effort which a community may make to 
assist its young people in acquiring a taste for good 
music and a willingness to participate therein tends 
towards the end of improving LTE NN, effort 
in a community. 


Transportation 


Transportation for rural areas will continue to 
be an uncertain problem. This is due partly to the 
fact that population in certain of these rural areas 
. is fluctuating and that lumber operations bring into 
remote areas families with children who can only 
attend school by being afforded transportation fa- 
cilities. It makes this particular item of the budget 
more difficult to foresee than perhaps any other 
one item. It is, however, true that this item makes 
up a part of the total budget which is allowed by 
the State Department to State aided districts and 
becomes a part of the financial accounting of the 
District to the State and in turn of the aid received 
from the State. 


Health 


The health work in the schools has been carried 
on with an increasing efficiency during the past 
two years. The work of the school physician has 
been supplemented by that of the School Nurse, so 
that many children have received medical and 
health attention who had formerly been overlooked. 
Several operations have been performed which will 
enable the children suffering from maladjustments 
to become more healthy and more vigorous citizens 
in their later life periods. There has been rather 
less than the usual amount of contagion during the 
past year. One or two types of disease have arisen 
which required immediate and active attention. The 
citizens recognized the willingness with which the 
School Nurse has followed up any cases which pre- 
sented difficulties. Lyme should be encouraged by 
the progress made under this wholesome plan of 
health supervision.

Recommendations 


_ The co-operation of the Board and Community 
in making possible a realization of the reeommen- 
dations made is much to be commended. This year 
there are no recommendations which call for ex- 
penditure of money beyond that estimated in the 
budget. They are presented at this time for the 
purposes of record and general information. 


1. The plan for carrying on some slight repairs 
to the school property each year should be con- 
tinued. 


2. The health work in the schools has now be- 
come an accepted fact and is a worth-while project. 


3. The work in music should be continued and 
made a still more service to the pupils and com- 
munity. 


4. Only such additional expenditures for re- 
placements should be made as necessity actually 
forces upon us. 


It is important that the educational work in our 
communities continue upon a_ constructive basis. 
Never before has it been so necessary for us to heed 
the warnings of Washington, Adams and now Hoo- 
ver, that one of the greatest assets in our Demo- 
cratic Government is an intelligent citizenry. Such 
a citizenry can be continuously fostered only 
through the process of a continuing education. Lyme 
is fortunate to be able to do so much, and to take 
her place among the conservatively progressive 
municipalities which are maintaining wholesome 
public schools at a reasonable cost. 


It is with due appreciation for the continued 
spirit of co-operation on the part of the citizens, 
pupils, teachers and the Board, that your Superin- 
tendent presents this report. These conditions make 
possible a higher type of service to the young citi- 
zens of the community and should enable them to 
meet life needs more adequately.
